For second quality cocoons, Iv. Sd. per 
ponnd; if delivered at filuture, Is. #1. 

For third quailty cocouns, 6d. per pound; 
if delivered at filature, 1s. 1d. 

! THE SILK COLONIES. 

This was at least two or.three times what | 
the cocoons were worth, and is ‘‘truly aston- 
ishing.”’ The patent of the trustecs expired 
in 1752, and with it all the chartered privi 
leges of the colony, which then became a 
royal province directly dependent upon the 
crown for government. Acts of parliament 
of almost equal liberality soon replaced the 
measures of the trustees for spurring the silk 
industry. These acts were various, and the 
encouragement they gave was fluctuating. 
One of them, in 1749, admitted raw sik from 
the American plantations free of duty, and 
provided that Georgia and South Carolina 
should thereafter “have the honor of being 
denourinated silk colonies.”’ In the 
same vein of sweetness, George  II., 
June 21, 1754, directed a silver seal to be 
made for Georgia, bearing #n one side a figure 
representing the genius of the colony offering 
askein of silk to the king, withthe motto: 
Hinc !audem sperate coloni. For awhile the 
parliamentary bounties were three shillings 
per pound; in 1766 they were reduced one- 
half; in 1769 they were applied to raw silk 
exported, giving £25 for every £100 in value 


cent, and again for seven years more at 15 
per cent, the political occurrences of 1776 be- 
ing evidently not anticipated. 

The silk produce rose while the bounties for 


sank with marvelous rapidity shortly afte 


Throughout the entire period of silk culture in 
Georgia the Satzburgers of Ebenezer were 
among the largest producers, and were almost 
the ouly ones in the years immediately pre- 
ceding the war of the revolution who prepared 
raw silk for export. During the war the 
French settlers at New Bordeaux, seventy 
miles above Augusta, are said to have sup- 

lied ‘much of the high country” with sew- 
ing-silk make from cocoons of their own rais- 
ing. The industry ceased, however, to at- 
tract the attention; the last el of raw silk 
offered for sale in Georgia during the cen-. 
tury being in the year 1790, when over two 
hundred-weight was purchased for export

cordial Christian salutations, wishing you ‘“‘grace. 
mercy and peace.” kK. K. EMOOT, Moderator. 

Mr. Morton called for a separate vote on 
the replies. He was in favor of adopting the 
reply to the greeting of the Cumberland body, 
but there were reasons why the reply to 
Springfield should be delayed. It was the 
general understanding that the reselution 
offered yesterday by Dr. Pitzer would be re- 
ported this morning.

Delay in the matter would be discour- 
teous to the avsemly at Springfield. 

Mr. Morton did not seek delay. He only 
wanted to have the whole subject brought up 
together. The assembly was ready to act 
now. 

Mr. Lane concurred with Mr. 
the telegram should be forwarded 

Mr. Lefevre explained that she committee 
were not yet prepared to make a full report 
on the subject, but was earnestly at work 
seeking a solution of the question. 

Mr. Morton withdrew his motion, and the 
telegrams were ordered sent.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 

The repurt of the board of directors of the 
theological seminary at Columbia, South Car- 
olina, was read. The institution is now the 
property of the synods of South Carolina, 
Georgia and Alabama. These synods lave 
invited the synod of South Georgia and Flor- 
ida to become likewise interested... Rev. W. 
E. Boggs, D.D., of Atlanta, bas been elected 
to, and has accepted, the chair of church gov- 
ernment and history. The financial condi- 
tion of the institution is satisfactory. The 
debt has been paid off, and $17,000 have been 
added to the endowment fund. Many addi- 
tions have been made to the library, which 
now contains 20,367 volumes. The exercises 
will be opened on the 14th of September 
next. 

The report of the trustees of the general 
assembly showed receipts of $4,074.67; dis- 
bursements $2,256; balance on hand $1,818.68. 
Of this amount $1.678.60 comes froin a legacy 
left by J. W. Milligan, subject only to the 
direction of the general assembly for disposi- 
tion. The terms of the following trustees ex- 
pire with this assembly: John A. Young, Eli 
Hutehbinson, and Robert D. Young. 

The synod committee presented favorable 
reports on the matter from AJabama, South 
Carolina, Arkansas ayd Mississippi. * 

BIBLE REVISION. 

The following report of the committee on 
Bible revision, consisting of George D. Arm- 
strong, Joseph R. Wilson, J. W, Pratt, J. N. 
Waddell and C. C. Harmon, was read and the 
committee discharged: 

“Your committee. after a careful considera- 
tion of the whole subject, would report to the 
general assembly that in their judg- 
ment it is inexpedient for the assembly to 
take any action on the subject at the present 
time, for the reason that the work of the re- 
vion is incomplete—the New Testament 
only having been published—and even that 
With no assurance that it may notreceive 
further amendments at the hands of the re- 
visor. Respectfully submitted.” .

Dr. A. P. Smith moved, and the resolu- 
tion was carried, that the opening sermon, 
delivered by retiring Moderator Farris, be 
printedin pamphlet form. 

THE DIACONATE. 

This question comes over from the last 
general assembly. ‘The report was presented 
by Dr. Girardeau, chairman. He suggested 
the extreme length of the document as a 
reason why thereading of the whole of it 
would be wearisome. In this view he was 
sustained by Dr, Lefevre, of Baltimore. It 
was then agreed that Dr. Girardeau might 
read such points as were pertinent, and 
the reading was, on motion of Mr. Dodge, 
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of St. Jobn’s, thade the’ special order for f 
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Arbuthnot, the hour was changed to 
ten o'clock on Tuesday, it being highly 
probable that the report on fraternal rela- 
tions weuld be ready for presentation on 
Monday morning. Dr. Brown, chairman of 
the latter committee, encouraged this hope. 

THE PRESBYTERIAN HISTORICAL SOCIETY, 

Mr. W. f, Richardson, of Virginia, presen- 
ted the report of the Presbyterian historical 
society. e stated that the society owned in 
Philadelphia a tire-proof building, in which 
were stored over 50,000 volumes relating to 
the history of the- rise, progress and 
work of Presbyterlanism, together — with 
many manuscripts of } rare. value toughing 
presbyteries, preachers and otbers- in the 
Church. He offered a rese’ition, which was 
adopted, as fullows: ’ 

“Phe assembly expresses its yratification at 
the very successful work which is being ac- 
complished by the Presbyterian historical 
society; and resolved,+That it renews the ex- 
pression made by the last assembly of its 
warm interest in the work.of the society and 
the conimendation of it to the active sympa- 
thies and assistance of all our people.” 

THE NEXT PLACB OF MEETING. 

Rey. A, M. Fraser nominated the First 
church at Lexington, Kentucky, as the next 
place of meeting. Hetouched up the blue 
grass theory, which, of course, suggested good 
milk and butter. It has now been over 
twenty five years since a general assemily 
had met at that place, when Breckenridge and 
Thornwell sat together. Let us new show 
them that Presbyterianism stil! has its giants. 
The second church at Memphis was then pat 
m nomination. Mr. Rose said that the assem- 
bly had only once met there, while it had 
twice held its sessions both in Nashville and 
Kentucky. Mr. McConnell nomina'ed the 
First church at Nashville. In this he was 
seconded by Mr. Arbuthnot, who said it was 
eighteen years since an assembly had met 
there. Nashville Wasa great center of Meth- 
odism, with its churches and educational in- 
stitutions. The Presbyterians needéd the 
influence of the assembly. The vote was 
taken and resulted: Lexington, 67;  Mem- 
phis, 29; Nashville, 29. So the assembly 
meets at Lexington. Atll o'clock the spe- 
cial order was the reception “of Dr. Oscar 
Gregory. He expressed the pleasure felt by 
the members of the Reformed. church, with 
the peeuliarly friendly relations it had always 
sustained toward the body he was addressingy 
He referred to the word Dutch, in the name 
of his church, which simply designated the 
origin of its first members in this country— 
in Holland the name was, as it. now is, the 
teformed church. The early members of the 
church were very tenacious of the use of the 
Dutch language, and he himself had been 
often taken for a Dutchman. The church he 
represented ante-dated the arrival of the 
pilgrim fathers. Temperance is a leading 
feature. There are thirty-five Presbyteries, 
and the synods of New Jersey, New York, 
Albany and Chicago, 500 churches with as 
many ministers;43,000 families, making 80,000 
members. Last year there was collected for 
benevolence $216,000, and for congregational 
purposes $1,000,000, . There are two colleges, 
a theological seminary,a domestic missionary 
society with 50 missionaries, a publication 
society, a library with a legacy of 
$90,000, a fund of $600,000, an educational so- 
ciety, $90,000 ‘for foreign missions which ex- 
tend into China, Japan and India. The 
echureh is Calvinistic in doctrine and Homo- 
geneous with the Presby terians of the coun- 
try. Rev. R. K. Smoot made suitable reply. 
On motion of Dr. Lefevre a delegation was 
appointed to bear the greetings of this body to 
the general assembly of the Keformed caurech 
which meets next week at Schenectady, New 
York.

What Has Been Spent this Year—A Talk with the 
City Clerk. 

Yesterday afternoon when a ConstTITUTION 
representative invaded City Clerk Gold- 
smith’s office he found that official so busy 
that he could not resist the temptation to 
bother him, but for some time the repor- 
ter could not think ofa theme worth dis- 
cussing. Finally, however, lis optics dropped 
on the last ‘balance sheet,’ and he asked: 

“How much money has the city spent 
this year.’’ 

“One hundred and seven thousand seven 
hundred and fifty-nine dollars and forty 
cents,’’ was the clerk’s reply, as he continued 
his work. ' 

“When did the expenditure begin?’ asked 
the reporter, rather pleased at the clerk’s evi- 
dent unwillingness to talk. 

“The first of January, 1882. 

“T thought the appropriation was always 
made in May.’ 

“So it is, but the city’s expense doesn’t stop 
from January to May.” 

“T don’t understand you; please explain 
yourse! f.”’ 

“Well, you see,’ began the clerk dropping 
his pen, and asigh the sametime, “tat the 
first meeting in January the council estab- 
lishes a basis of expenditure which is ad- 
hered to as near as can be unti) the regular 
estimate and appropriations are made. ‘The 
reguler estimate and appropriations are made 
in May, andfrom this actua’ appropriation 
the expenses of the city government are paid 
until the first of the following January, the 
time at which the appropriations expire.”’ 

“At how much did the city’ eouncil  esti- 
ate the expertse ‘for the year of 1882 in 
January ?” 

‘They approximated the expenses at $400,- 
000, This included interest and everything.”’ 

“Well, how will it hold out?” 

“That remaing to be seen,. At the first 
ineeting this t1ponth they ‘estimated the ex- 
penses of the.city at $329,948.74. Then -they 
added $165,000 for interest, $25,000 for the 
sinking fund for all the bonds, and-$3,590 for 
the water works bonds, making a total of 
$523,448.74. The $329.948.74 they distributed 
as follows: $250,000 for sanitary purposes, 
$19.000 for salaries of officers,$3,000 for public 
buildings and grounds, $60,000 for streets, 
$3,790 for cemetery, $45,000 for public schools, 
$15,000 for fire department, $1,650 for paupers 
and relief, $37,928.74 for contingent fund 
$11,580 for gas and fixtures, and 970,000 for 
water works.”’ 

“And of this $329,948.74 you say $107,749.40 
have been expended?” 

“Yes. The sanitary department has con® 
sumed 33,803.96; salary of officers, 36,187.34; 
public buildings and grounds, $484.40; streets 
and bridges, $25,211 68; cemetery, $1,792.02; 
public schools, $1480.81; fire department, 
32.500; paupers and relief, 3644.13; contingent, 
$12,187.45; gas and fixtures, $5,159.03; police, 
$12,505.25; water works, $29,333.33. But I 
really haven’t time to talk, and must ask you 
to excuse me.’’
